The pro- 
posed tariff, therefore, amounts to 
a doubling of the import duties on 
sugars of af] grades, making Cu- 
DAN sugar Day a duty of $1.60 per 
hundred pounds, and a similar rate 
on molassés and kindred sugar prod- 
ucts.

Estate board. Following this state- 
ment, Mr. Hardwick compared: the 
$6,000,000 bonded indebtedness of 
Georgia to the obligations of other 
states, and referred to the $15,000,- 
000 revenue-producing state prop- 
erty, the Western and Atlantic rail- 
road, as a backing that served to 
emphasize the solvency of this com- 
monwealth. 

“Our bonded indebtedness,” de- 
clared the governor-elect, “is four 
or five times smaller than that of 
other states, which have not our 
valuable income-producing proper- 
ty to fall back upon.” 

In his brief address Mr. Hardwick 
definitely committed himself to a 
policy of economy atPretcench- 
\ment for the state; the reduction of 
the present number of commissions 
and state officers; whérever pos 
sible, and said that he would em-. 
ploy the veto power if necessary, f 
to prevent the legislature from ap- 
Ppropriating money where no provi- 
sion was made for raising the sums 
appropriated. 

Favors Income Tax. 

He also committed himself in fa- 
vur of the income tax, but said that 
the taxing of incomes was more 
of a federal function than of the 
state. He declared that should it 
ever become absolutely necessary 
for the state to tax incomes he 
would insist upon the principle of 
levying such taxes in greater pro- 
portion against “invisible” property 
and against “clippers of coupons” 
rather than placing the burden upon 
incomes derived from realty and 
from industries that employ work- 
men and furnish Apportunities for 
the laboring man,

members upon “Taxation.” 

“The subject of taxation,” declar- 
ed the governor-elect,” is always an 
unpopular one for discussion, espe- 
cially among those who have to pay 
taxes.

pany developed Thursday, when 
announcement was made by offi- 
cials of East Point that approxi- 
mately 300 gas consumers will dis- 
continue the use of gas and will 
depend entirely upon wood and oil 
stoves for cooking purposes. 

Mayor D. A. McDuffie, in announc- 
ing that the city administration 
will cut off the gas at the city 
limits at the expiration of a 30-day 
period, declared that East Point 
will establish its own gas plant if 
Atlanta does not furnish gas at 
much lower rates. Gas consumers 
in East Point have been put on 
notice of the step to be taken by 
the city authorities. : 

“The gas company ean quit col- 
lecting from us until it gets the 
rate down to a fair figure,” Mayor 
McDuffie declared. “Our citizens 
are -anxious to have the gas cut off 
as soon as they can equip their 
kitchens with stoves.” The new 
rate for East Point is $2 per 1,000 
cubic feet. 

Hgs Legal Power. 

Guy Parker, city attorney of East 
Potnt, stated that the city has the 
legal power to cut off the gas. 

“If Atlanta is going to have its 
own plant, East Point will arrange 
to buy gas from Atlanta,” Mr. Par- 
ker said. “If Atlanta does not 
build itsown plant, then East Point 
wil] arrange to manufacture gas for 


its own needs.” 

Officials of the Atlanta Building 
Trades council gave out for pub- 
lication Tuesday resolutions adopt- 
ed by that body at a recent meet- 
ing In protest to the gas rate, The 
resOlutions attack the company for 
accepling and enforcing the in- 
creaSe and score the railroad com- 
mission for granting it. 

The resolutions follow in full:

Whereas, the Georgia Railway and Power 
company, by forming a mass of data ip an 
effort to substantiate their contention tnat 
through the increase in cost of the manu- 
facture of s, their rate should be raised 
on cents on ‘each 1,000 cubic feet used;

Resolved, ‘That a copy of these resolu- 
tions be furnished the governor of our state, 
and to the press of Atlanta, with the ap- 
peal that the existing Georgia railroad com- 
inission’ be removed, and a fair and un- 
biased body be appointed in their stedd;

Resolved, That a copy of these resolu- 
tions be furnished the mayor of the city 
of Atlanta indorsing a move for municipal 
ownership, eontrol and manufacture of gas.

Griffin and Fayetteville Con- 
tend for the Routing of 
Southern Trains. 


Keen competition was evidenced 


Thursday morning before the Geor- 
gia railroad commission in a con- 


test between Griffin and Fayette- 
ville for restoration of train service 
betwéen Atlanta and Columbus. 


Contention was made for the rout- 
ing of the restored schedule through 
each of the cities which are located 
on different lines of the Southern 
railway. 

Before the world war the Southern 
railway operdted a double daily 
serVice between Atlanta and Colum- 
bus via Griffin, and when war con- 
ditions demanded changing’ the 
schedule, the train was run via 
Fayetteville. This gave Fayetteville 
a double daily service in place of 
the single service it has had to en- 
joy prior to that time. 

Although the Fayetteville route 
is said to be shorter, the Griffin 
representatives claim that the 
Southern promised restoration of 
tht abolished service via that city 
as soon as conditions warranted it. 
Consequently, a petition from the 
Spalding county city was present- 
ed to the railroad commission ask- 
ing that the railroad company be 
instructed to put the old schedule 
into effect again. This petition was 
filed with the commission several 
weeks ago and the hearing of the 
case brought delegations both from 
Griffin and Fayetteville. 


Claims of Rivals. 


The Fayetteville delegation claim- 
ed that to take a train from the 
route to Columbus via the former 
city would reduce service on that 
line by one half, and the fact that 
the Fayetteville route is shorter and 
more direct was also. urged.

Washington, February 24.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Formal announcement es oe 
made here today that President 
Harding will rescind the Wilson or- 
der placing presidential postmas- 
ters under e civil service: that 
the 2,200 appointments made re- 
cently by President Wilson, as a 
result of civil service examinations, 
will not be confirmed, and that re- 
Publicans will be appointed in lieu 
Without regard to these examina- 
tions; that republicans will displace 
all democrats in first, second and 
third-class offices as rapidly as 
their four-year terms expire, -and 
that republicans who. now hold 
postmasterships by reason of the 
civil service examinations will be 
placed upon a parity with democrat- 
ic encumbents, and will be subse- 
quently considered for appointment 
upon the basis of party.fidelity and 
influence, without consideration of 
service or experience.

BLUEPRINT MADE 
FOR GREATER TECH 


Sweeping Changes in the 
Present Buildings and 
Many New Structures 
Goal of 5,000 Students. 


The architectural department of 
the Georgia School of Technology, 
in collaboration with some of the 
Sreatest campus architects in the 
country, has completed plans for 
the prospective plant of Greater- 
Georgia Tech, and an “elevation” 
or pérspective drawing has been 
made, showing the campus and plant 
to result from the $5,000,000 cam- 
paign which is to be waged from 
April 20 to April 30. 

Sweeping as the new plans are, 
contemplating an increase in en- 
rollment in the next five years from 
2,500 to 5,000 students, many of 
the present buildings will be _  in- 
cluded in the plan, some practically 
as they are and others remodeled to 
suit the new and greater needs. 

The picture shows a thbdroughly 
adequate plant for a great techni- 
cal school, replacing the lamenta- 
bly inadequate equipment. with 
which Georgia Tech, with almost as 
many students now as are enrolled 
at Boston Tech—the latter with an 
$8,000,000 plant—ig forced to strug- 
gle along as best it can, 


The Double Campus. 


The present campus will be almost 
doubled in size. The new buildings 
will include a complete research 
laboratory, which will be the only 
one south of the Mason and Dixon 
line; a new administration and 
academic building, and new and 
commodious dormitories on an add- 
ed part of the campus. The pres- 
ent campus will be cut down to 
make room for a new drawing and 
mechanics building. 

On another extension of the cam- 
pus to the westward along North 
avenue, will be erected a chapel and 
auditorium, one’of the most press- 
ing needs of the school at present. 
The new gymnasium will be housed 
in the southern end of the big con- 
crete stands, of which one complete 
unit has already been built. The 
completed stands will be on three 
sides of the athletic stadium, and 
hey have a seating capacity of 17,- 


The campus extended to the north- 

ward will have the new armory 
building. The present hospital will 
be more than doubled in capacity. 
The present Y. M. C. A. building 
will be enlarged, and the Swann 
dormitory will be converted’into a 
mechanical engineering department. 
The library will be’more than doub- 
led in capacity. The department of 
civil engineering will be suitably 
housed and equipped, 


Other Changes. 


The present units of the new shop 
building will be completed by the 
addition of another wing, and the 


old academic building will give way t 


to a physics building. The present 
power plant, the only really ade- 
quate building on the campus today, 
will remain as it is. 

The building program will cover 
a period of five years, at the end 
of which time the school will be 
in position to accommodate an en- 
rollment of 5,000 students, commen- 
surate with the vast needs and great 
opportunities of Georgia on its way 
to the front rank of industrial 
states, ,

mission by taking into their hands 
the bond money, any citizen or 
group of citizens could quickly stop 
them by a writ of injunction. fo 
that, Mr. McCalliey stated, there 
was no use wasting breath in ob- 
jecting to the so-called lack of au- 
thority vested in the bond commis- 
sion, 
Officials Pledged. 

He declared that the Board of 
education and the city council are 
Pledged to observe the findings of 
the bond commission, and that a 
conference committee to arbitrate 
any differences of opinion was pro- 
vided for in the bond resolution. 

He declared that the slight oppo- 
sition to the bonds perceptible in 
the campaign came from very well- 
defined sources, and that the objec- 
tions raised had no weight com- 
pared to Atlanta’s vital needs. 

He showed from accurate figures 
that, even with the proposed $8,850,- 
000 bond issue, tAtlanta’s bond in- 
debtedness would be only $12,189,- 
514, having at present an additional 
bond capacity of $5,727,333.55—a 
very safe margin, he said, without 
adding the increasing bond ability 
accruing through the increase from 
year to year in the city’s assessed 
valuations. It was pointed out that 
Atlanta’s power to issue bonds is 7 


per cent of the property assess- 
ments in the city. 
Figures Quoted. 

Mrs. Samuel Lumpkin read fig- 
ures from the comptroller’s office, 
showing that the 1910 bond issue of 
three million dollars was made on a 
property assessment of $54,480,228. 
Figures for 1921 show the city’s es- 
timated assessed values to be $255,- 
954,965—an increase in eleven years 
of $201,474,737. 

‘So we ‘need not oppose this bond 
issue on the fallacious ground that 
it will exhaust our bond capacity,” 
said Mr. McCalley. 

Professor Sutton sald that he ad- 
mitted all the splendid reasons that 

ake the ‘bond issue an imperative 

usiness necessity, but that, in real- 
ity, the bonds were necessary for 
the salvation of Atlanta’s life, and 
that no valid objections could be 
raised in the face of the unsafe 
schools that imperiled the very 
lives of hundreds of children. 

He pointed out very forcefully the 
absolute necessity for all the items 
of the proposed bond issue, and de- 
clared that no woman could rightly 
shirk the duty to do her utmost in 
behalf of the bonds.

A QUESTION OF TAXES. 

Assuming that every Atlanta 
voter 1s not only familiar with the 
utter and absolute inadequacy of 


the city’s public facilities, but also 
recognizes the positive necessity 
for the expenditure of, at the very 
least, a sum of money equal to that 
contemplated in the proposed 
$8,850,000 municipal bond issue to 
bring those facilities up to the 
standard of requirements, the 
question before him, then, is one 
of tax rates. 

‘Jn other words, it is for the voter 

to- decide whether it is more ad- 
vantageous to him—as a taxpayer, 
pr as a renter of taxed property— 
for this necessary money to be 
obtained py direct and _ insuf- 
ferably burdensome taxation, or by 
the bonding method, by which the 
cost would be spread over a long 
period of years and met gradually 
and evenly and by a tax rate in- 
crease so moderate as scarcely to 
be felt. 
' Every well-informed citizen of 
Atlanta knows, as stated by the 
bond campaign committee in a for- 
mal appeal to the public through 
the press or the city— 

“That we have got to have more 
and better schools; we have got to 
keep our waterworks system up to 
the needs of a growing city; we 
aye got to protect the public 
health by extending the sewers, en- 
darging the sewer purification 
plants and eradicating surface clos- 
ets; we have got to relieve the 
traffic congestion.”

As the committee’s statement 
further points out, “no man or 
woman has questioned or can 
question the absolute necessfy for 
aAll-these improvements. Even the 
few who are fighting the bonds do 
not question the fact that all of 
thése things have got to be done.” 

“These improvements have got 
to be made, and have got to be 
paid for,” says the committee— 
“and they will be made and will be 

aid for, either by taxation or by 

ods; and the people now are giv- 

en “the choice, which ts their right, 
of paying for them in a long term 
of -years, by moderate taxation or 
paying for them in a short term of 
years by increased taxation.” 

The tax rate in Atlanta used to 
be $1.50 on the $100; and the worst 
mistake this city ever made was 
thé- reduction of that rate to $1.25, 
which is the rate at this time. 

If the bonding proposal is rati- 
fied at the polls—and a fund of 
$8,850,000 is thus made available 
for public improyements—it will 
be necessary simply to restore the 
- tax rate to the former status, from 
_ which it never should have been 
changed. 

' The alternative is a tax rate that 
will be excessive and burdensome 
$1.70 on the $100 at the very 


minimum.

FIGHTING THE BUDGET. 

In the warning that has been 
sounded against an alleged move- 
ment directed in opposition to put- 
ting the United States government 
on a budget system basis, there is 
occasion for grave apprehension on 
the part of every loyal taxpayer in 
the country. 

The warning has been received 
in Atlanta by Alex W. Smith, 
Georgia chairman of the national 
budget committee, from John T. 
Pratt, national chairman, in the 
form of a telegram, stating that— 


“I have positive information that 
at republican caucus, February, 28, 
an attempt will be made to go back 
to the old method of dividing ap- 
propriations among several commit- 
tees. Many congressmen do not 
Sincerely desire budget system:” 


Chairman Pratt admonishes Mr. 
Smith, and, through him, every 
citizen of Georgia, that “now is the 
time to do real work... to pre- 
vent this national calamity’”—ref- 
erence very correctly being, of 
course, to the possible defeat, by 
congress, of the budget plan. 

The chairman of the budget com- 
mittee in the house, he declared, - 
“will stand firm” against the ef- 
fort to head off this far-reaching, 
beneficial and progressive reform, 
but, he said in his wire, “he will 
be overcome unless our committee 
members get solidly behind him.” 
Not only the committee mem- 
bers themselves, but every voter 
in the country who is weary of the 
old, archaic, unbusinesslike, un- 
scientific, wasteful and extrava- 
gant, pork-barrel, haphazard fiscal 
system under which the govern- 
ment is now operating, should 
make it his own business to let 
the house chairman know that he, 
too, is “soldly behind” the forces 
that are and for so long have been 
trying to commit this government 
to the budget system principle 
After years and years of effort 
and education, the progressive 
sentiment in congress prevailed 
about a year ago, and a budget bill 
was carried through both houses, 
though against strong reactionary 
opposition. 

However, while President Wil- 
son is strongly in favor of the plan, 
he vetoed tne bill on purely consti- 
tutional grounds, at the same time 
recommending that its technical 
defects be femoved and that, thus 
perfected, it to be re-enacted with 
as little delay as possible. 

Now, it seems, republican inter- 
ests that tnrive on federal waste- 
fulness are marshaling’ their 
strength for a fight to continue 
“the old method of dividing appro- 
priations among several commit- 
tees;” ana it is the duty of the 
rank and file of the people to arise 
en masse and demand that the 
budget plan be adopted by the con- 
gress about to convene.

WHY THEY FAILED. 


In a notable article on “Success, 
and Advertising,” The Philadelphia 
Record points out that, taking 
Bradstreet’s estimate of “the com- 
mercial failures in 1920, 84 per cent 
were of firms which did not ad- 


vertise.” 

Commenting on this cause of 
failue to “measure up” in the busi- 
ness line—with all its splendid 
opportunitfes—our Philadelphia 
contemporary says— 

“Growth can come only by secur- 
ing an increasing number of cus- 
tomers and these can be obtained 
only by advertising in some form 
or another. Growth generally means 
greater financial stability and less 
likelihood of failure. 

“It would be interesting to trace 
in an authoritative manner the con- 
nection between the neglect to ad- 
vertise and the collapse of the 84 
per cent of business reverses last 
year. Lacking such definite infor- 
mation, it can be taken as reason- 
ably assured that ‘the store which 
advertises is much more likely 
to succeed than one which does not, 
As The Wall Street Journal puts it:. 
“*There's an implied contract with 
the public in honest advertising 
whtch tends to keep a firm 
straight.’ ” 


And honest advertising means 
the building up of a firm until it 
finally stands in the forefront of 
big business.

It Is Just Like This. 
Q.—Will you kindly tell me 
whether cigar ash is injurfous if 
swallowed? Il like the salt or min- 
eral taste and often when smoking 
put some of the ash on my tongue 

(and swallow it. (F.-H. Y.) 
ANS.—No, the craving perhaps 
indicates that your ordinary diet is 
deficient in lime—a common fault 


of dietaries. You might better sat- 
isfy that craving by including in 
your diet things which are rich in 
lime. Among other things, milk, 
cheese, nuts, entire (unmilled) 
wheat, wheat bran, raw cabbage 
(cold slaw or salad), chocolate, or 
even powdered egg-shell. 

Q.—A house in which grain was 
stored for years still has mice, and 
often there is an unpleasant odor 
when one dies inside the walis.. 
Does this injure the health of occu- 


ants? (Mrs. B. R.) 
f ANS.—Only insofar as the dis- 


agreeable odor may impair appe- 
ite. 

Q.—Would a cellar which is al-. 
ways damp and usually has water 
oozing. through the walls cause & 
person to have @ cough or any Kind 
of fever? (D. P. M.) 

ANS.—No. It does not affect the 
health of occupants of the house. 

Q—Are tuberculosis and con- 
sumption identical? Has cancer 
ever been cured? If so, by what 
method? (A, C. A.) 

ANS.—Consumption was the old- 
fashioned name given tuberculosis 
of the lungs, which, in ye olden 
days, was seldom recognized, what 
with dill-dallying and shilly-shal- 
lying about “weak lungs,’ bad: 
colds,” and such-like delusions, un- 
til the tuberculosis had progressed 
so far that the body of the victim 
had become emaciated. 

Thousands of cases of cancer of 
internal organs have been cured by 
radical surgery, if the operation has 
not been put off too long. Perhaps 
half of all cases of skin cancer 
(epitheliomal) are curable by X-ray, 
radium or surgery. Now and then 
a case of skin cancer (which is not 
so malignant nor so quickly fatal 
as organ cancer, called carcinoma) 
is cured by a quack’s caustic appli- 
cations; pastes, oils, salves contain- 
ing caustic which destroyevery tis- 
sue, normal or diseased, which they 
touch. But this is indeed crude, 
torturous and exceedingly danger- 
ous surgery; it amounts to cutting 
blindly with an axe. Persons who 
submit to such “knifeless” treat- 
ment are to be pitied. 

Q.— Will really cure blood 
disease I have taken four bottles 
and can see no change. Wish _ to 
have your opinion before buying 
more. (A. C. A.) 

ANS.—No. Nor does it purport 
to cure blood disease—not on the 
label. You should take notice that 


lying on the label is nowadays a 
dangerous game in the United 
States. Nostrum exploiters may lie 
all they please in “literature,” but 
if they forget and assert on the la- 
bel that the medicine will “cure 
blood disease,” the government 
agents swoop down on them and 
prosecute for false and fraudulent 
claims.

If you are 
comfortable with low shoes, or no 
shoes, with wool, silk or no stock- 
ings at all, I assure you that you 
need worry none at all.

And Cut in Acreage

By the establishment of a co-op- 
erative plan, and with the cotton 
acreage reduced to one-half of nor-

For Missing Woman 


Mystery Surrounds Dis- 
appearance of Aged 
Member of Group, Say 
Police.

Chicago, February /]!' —Jackson 

Park’s exclusive art colony is co- 
operating with the police in an ef- 
fort to solve the mysterious disap- 
pearance of one of its, members— 
81 years old, Mrs. Nancy M. Cham- 
berlain. 

The missing woman’s daughter, 
Mrs. Ruth Townsend, and her grand- 
daughter, Miss Mirlam M. Town- 
send, a talented musician, are in 


custody. 

“Mother is safe in love,” declares 
Mrs. Townsend. 

“Yes, she is safe in love,” echoes 
the daughter. Beyond that they 
have little to say that would throw 
light on the mystery. 

“There’s something very strange 
about this whole thing,” says Chief 
of Detectives Michael Hughes. “I 
don’t know yet whether it’s a case 
of murder, whether the old woman 
died and was secretly buried or 
whether she is alive in some insti- 
tution.”’ 

Missing Since July. 

Mrs. Chamberlain has been miss- 
ing since last July, but the atten- 
tion of the police has just been 
drdwn to the case. 

Under the luster of studios hous- 
ing the colony of artists, detectives, 
assisted by painters, musicians and 
writers from the studios, searched 
dust-choked and rat-hidden suoter- 
ranean passages and dug in the 
Townsend yard for the bones of 
the old woman on the theory that 
she died and was buried in the vi- 
cinity in order to save funeral ex- 
penses. : 

Severa] bones were found in what 
appeared to be a freshly turned plot 
about the size of a grave, but the 
police were not cértain that they 
were human bones. A size four 
woman’s slipper was also found. 

Attempts by the police Tuesday 
night to obtain a clew from Mrs. 
Townsend and her daughter were 
without avail. Separation of t 
women for examinafion only accen- 
tuated the mystery, as both women 
made practically the same replies 
and neither would impart any use- 
ful information. ‘ 

“Where \is your grandmother?” 
Miss Townsend was asked. 

“I cannot say—how can I?” was. 
her reply. 

Similarly the question was put to 
Mrs. Townsend. 

“I .couldn’t even say where my 
husband is,” she said. “How can I 
tell where my mother is?” 

Appears Dazed. 

Miss Townsend bad the appear- 
ance of one in a daZe and her moth- 
er talked so strangely the police 
expressed the belief that she might 
be temporarily unbalanced—perhaps 
for want of food. They theorized 
that Mrs. Chamberlain may have 
died and that her daughter and 
granddaughter, with a high sense 
of pride, sought to hide the fact 
that they couldn't afford to bury 
her by doing the job themselves. 

Mrs. Townsend, asked point blank 
if she murdered her mother, re- 
plied: 

“No!’* > * 

Informed that the police were die- 
ging in the yard back of their old 
studio apartment, she said: 

“They'll probably dig up the bones 
of my little dog.” 

The attention of the polite to the 
case came following the eviction of 
Mrs. Townsend and her daughter 
from their three-room studio. for 
non-payment of rent. Then neigh- 
bors, artists. called attention to the 
disappearance of Mrs. Chamberlain.
